To  the  Inhabitants  of  the  Town  of  Kingston  in  the 
County  of  Rockingham  in  said  State,  qualified  to  vote  in 
Town  Affairs: 

You  are  hereby  notified  to  meet  at  Town  Hall  in 
said  Kingston  on  Tuesday,  the  fourteenth  day  of  March, 
next,  at  nine  of  the  clock  in  the  forenoon,  to  act  upon  the 
following  subjects: 

1.  To  choose  all  necessary  Town  Officers  for  the 
year  ensuing. 

2.  To  raise  such  sums  of  money  as  may  be  necessary 
to  defray  town  charges  for  the  ensuing  year  and  make 
appropriations  of  the  same. 

3.  To  see  if  the  Town  will  vote  to  raise  and  appro- 
priate the  sum  of  $338.95,  and  the  State  will  contribute 
$1358.78  for  Class  V  Highways,  under  the  provisions  of 
the  T.  R.  A.  so  called. 

4.  To  see  if  the  Town  will  vote  to  raise  and  appro- 
priate the  sum  of  $500.00  to  continue  the  permanent  con- 
struction of  the  New  Boston  Road. 

5.  To  see  if  the  Town  will  vote  to  raise  and  appro- 
priate the  sum  of  $1000.00  to  continue  the  permanent 
construction  of  Great  Pond  Park  Road. 

6.  To  see  if  the  Town  will  vote  to  raise  and  appro- 
priate the  sum  of  $200.00  for  improving  the  Wadleigh 
Point  Road. 
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7.  To  see  if  the  Town  will  vote  to  raise  and  appro- 
priate the  sum  of  $500.00  for  maintenance  and  improve- 
ments to  the  Town  Dump. 

8.  To  see  if  the  Town  will  vote  to  raise  and  appro- 
priate the  sum  of  $700.00  for  the  construction  of  a  suit- 
able well  and  reservoir  at  the  Fire  House  to  be  constructed 
under  the  supervision  of  the  Fire  Department. 

9.  To  see  if  the  Town  will  vote  to  rescind  the  vote 
taken  under  Article  8  of  the  warrant  of  the  Annual  Town 
meeting  of  March  8,  1949,  and  raise  and  appropriate  the 
sum  of  $1,165.00  for  the  expense  of  installing  a  heating 
system  in  the  new  Fire  House.  The  above  sum  plus  in- 
terest to  be  covered  by  a  note  for  three  years,  payable 
one-third  annually,  the  first  payment  to  be  made  Dec.  6, 
1950. 

10.  To  see  if  the  Town  will  vote  to  raise  and  appro- 
priate a  sum  not  to  exceed  $200.00  annually  for  the  per- 
manent installation  of  the  two  mercury-vapor  street  lights 
which   are  temporarily  on  trial. 

11.  Shall  the  provisions  of  Chapter  171-A  of  the 
Revised  Laws  relative  to  playing  games  of  Beano,  be 
adopted  in  this  Town?  This  article  to  be  voted  on  by 
ballot. 

12.  To  see  if  the  voters  will  authorize  the  Select- 
men and  Town  Treasurer  to  borrow  a  sum  or  sums  not 
exceeding  in  the  aggregate  $10,000.00  in  anticipation  of 
the  collection  of  taxes  for  the  current  municipal  year, 
and  to  issue  in  the  name  and  on  the  credit  of  the  Town 
negotiable  notes  therefor,  said  notes  to  be  repaid  during 
the  current  year  from  taxes  collected  during  the  current 
municipal  year. 

13.  To  see  if  the  Town  will  vote  to  authorize  the 
Moderator  to  appoint  a  Zoning  Commission  of  seven  mem- 
bers, with  duties  as  set  forth  in  Chapter  51,  Sections  50- 
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71,  Revised  Laws  of  New  Hampshire,  1942,  as  amended 
by  Chapters  110  and  278,  Laws  of  New  Hampshire,  1949, 
to  study  and  recommend  to  the  next  town  meeting  (or 
special  town  meeting),  the  boundaries  for  zoning  the  dis- 
tricts and  appropriate  regulations  to  be  enforced  therein. 
Such  commission  to  make  a  preliminary  report  of  the 
recommendations  and  hold  public  hearings  thereon.  The 
report  and  recommendations  of  the  Zoning  Commission 
shall  be  published  in  full  in  the  warrant  calling  for  the 
town  meeting  at  which  action  on  the  proposed  zoning 
ordinance  will  be  taken. 

14.  To  see  if  the  Town  will  vote  to  accept  the  Audi- 
tors report,  and  accept  the  Town  reports  as  printed. 

15.  To  transact  any  other  business  that  may  legally 
come  before  said  meeting.

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REPORT  OF  TOWN  MEETING,  MARCH  8,  1949 

Meeting  was  called  to  order  at  9:10  A.  M.  and  the 
warrant  was  read  by  the  Moderator. 

Voted  to  keep  the  Polls  open  until  7  o'clock. 

Article  1.  Proceeded  to  elect  the  Town  Officers  by- 
Australian  Ballot.  Polls  closed  at  7  and  the  Election  Of- 
ficers proceeded  to  count  the  ballots. 

The  business  meeting  was  called  to  order  at  8:25 
P.  M.  by  the  Moderator. 

Article  2.  Voted  on  recommendation  of  Finance 
Committee  that  the  town  raise  and  appropriate  the  sum 
of  $48,947.42  to  defray  town  charges  for  the  ensuing  year. 

Article  3.  Voted  that  the  town  raise  and  appropriate 
the  sum  of  $338.47  and  the  State  to  contribute  $1,353.86 
for  Class  V  highways,  under  the  provisions  of  the  T.  R.  A. 
so  called. 

Article  4.  Voted  that  the  town  raise  and  appropriate 
the  sum  of  $500.00  to  continue  the  permanent  construc- 
tion of  the  New  Boston  Road. 

Article  5.  Voted  that  the  town  raise  and  appropriate 
the  sum  of  $500.00  to  continue  the  permanent  construction 
of  Great  Pond  Road. 

Article  6.  Motion  made  and  seconded  that  this  Arti- 
cle be  passed  as  read.  Amendment  made  that  any  un- 
expended balance  be  used  to  move  partition  in  Town  Hall 
kitchen  approximately  five  feet  to  make  more  room  in  the 
kitchen.  Amendment  voted  and  passed.  Voted  that  the 
town  raise  and  appropriate  the  sum  of  $300.00  for  a  new 
sink  and  hot  water  heater  for  the  Town  Hall  Kitchen. 

Article  7.  Voted  that  the  town  raise  and  appropriate 
the  sum  of  $3,655.44  to  cover  the  deficit  for  the  construe- 
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tion  of  the  new  Fire  House.  The  above  sum  plus  interest 
to  be  covered  by  a  note  for  three  years,  payable  one-third 
annually  after  the  final  payment  on  the  present  notes. 

Article  8.  Voted  that  the  town  raise  and  appropriate 
the  sum  of  $1,350.00  for  the  expense  of  installing  a  heat- 
ing system  in  the  Fire  House.  The  above  sum  plus  interest 
to  be  covered  by  a  note  for  three  years,  payable  one-third 
annually  after  the  final  payments  on  the  present  notes. 

Article  9.  Voted  that  this  article  regarding  the  State 
Audit  be  laid  on  the  table. 

Article  10.  Voted  that  the  Selectmen  be  authorized 
to  appoint  a  committee  of  three  to  work  in  conjunction 
with  them  in  establishing  zoning  districts,  rules  and  regu- 
lations relating  thereto,  the  same  to  be  presented  at  the 
next  annual  Town  Meeting  for  adoption.  Selectmen  then 
appointed  Arthur  P.  Tucker,  Ralph  H.  Bake,  William  G. 
E.  Simes  as  the  committee. 

Voted  that  $400.00  of  the  unexpended  money,  if  any 
be  spent  on  the  approaches  to  the  Cemeteries  if  the  law 
allows. 

Voted  that  the  Town  borrow  the  sum  of  $8,000.00 
in  anticipation  of  taxes. 

Voted  to  adopt  the  Town  Reports.

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REPORT    OF    THE    KINGSTON     FIRE    DEPARTMENT 


The  department  has  responded  to  27  calls  during 
the  past  year,  three  of  which  were  out  of  town. 

Total  estimated  damaged  covered  by  insurance  was 
$750.00. 

Two  forest  fires  which  were  of  a  stubborn  nature 
were  extinguished  at  a  cost  of  $261.92  to  the  Town.  The 
probable  cause  of  these  fires  was  negligence. 

We  wish  to  take  this  opportunity  to  express  our  ap- 
preciation to  the  citizens  of  the  town  and  to  our  non- 
resident population  who  have  summer  homes  here,  for 
their  splendid  cooperation  during  the  extremely  dry  sum- 
mer and  fall.  It  is  only  by  using  extreme  caution  and 
seeing  that  others  observe  sane  rules  in  regard  to  open 
fires  and  incinerators  that  we  have  been  spared  the  fate 
of  many  rural  communities  who  suffered  severe  fire  losses 
during  the  severe  drought  of  the  past  year.  Let  us  all 
continue  the  good  work  and  think  Ibefore  we  ignite  an 
open  fire  and  be  sure  that  our  incinerators  are  in  proper 
place  and  are  properly  covered.  Let  us  all  observe  all 
rules  of  safety  and  report  all  violations  of  the  same. 

The  Fire  Department  wishes  to  express  their  gratitude 
to  the  Kingston  Firemen's  Association  for  their  support 
and  encouragement  during  the  past  year. 

Some  of  our  citizens  may  not  be  aware  that  this  or- 
ganization furnishes  free  of  charge  to  the  Town  the  entire 
personnel  of  the  Fire  Department.  They  have  also  given 
their  funds  for  equipment  and  other  needs  of  the  depart- 
ment. This  year  they  gave  the  Town  a  two  thousand  gal- 
lon tank  truck  completely  equipped  without  cost  to  the 
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taxpayers.  It  is  considered  by  eminent  authority  to  be 
the  finest  piece  of  equipment  of  its  kind  in  the  state.  The 
following  is  a  summary  of  the  amount  of  money  that  they 
have  contributed  during  the  past  year: 

Tank  Truck  $2,156.90 

Plumbing  for  Fire  House  500.00 

Building  Material  and  Equipment  979.58 


Total  $3,636.48 

These  funds  were  raised  by  the  annual  carnival, 
'beano  parties  and  by  various  other  activities  of  the  Asso- 
ciation. 

We  wish  also  to  acknowledge  the  support  of  the 
Ladies  Auxiliary  of  the  Fire  Department.  They  have  in- 
stalled a  modern  gas  range,  a  stainless  steel  sink  and  a 
coffee  urn  in  the  kitchen  of  the  fire  house.  They  have 
also  served  sandwiches  and  hot  coffee  in  the  wee  hours 
of  the  morning  to  many  wet  and  tired  firemen. 

We  also  want  to  express  our  thanks  to  Elinor  Martin 
and  her  assistants  for  their  cooperation,  and  we  know 
that  we  can  expect  the  same  efficient  service  in  the  future 
as  in  the  past. 

The  people  of  Kingston  should  feel  justly  proud  of 
these  fine  service  organizations  that  have  done  so  much 
to  insure  better  fire  protection  for  the  community.

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Superintendent's  Annual  Report 


To  the  School  Board  and  Citizens  of  Kingston: 

It  is  with  pleasure  that  I  submit  my  third  annual 
report  as  Superintendent  of  your  schools. 

This  past  year  was  indeed  an  unsettled  one  for  educa- 
tion. The  legislature  cut  state  aid  to  schools  from  $2,- 
000,000  back  to  $400,000.  This  fact  seems  unbelievable 
when  it  is  generally  understood  that  education  is  the 
basis  of  our  democracy.  The  school  children  of  today 
will  be  the  citizens  of  tomorrow. 

As  a  part  of  this  report,  there  will  be  a  page  devoted 
to  Return  of  District  Revenue,  which  shows  the  actual 
budget  that  the  School  District  is  using  for  the  current 
year  (1949-50).  This  is  also  a  result  of  legislative  action. 

The  expenses  for  the  Supervisory  Union  have  also 
been  changed.  Formerly  all  towns  in  this  Union  paid  their 
share  of  expense  according  to  their  number  of  teachers. 
Now  it  must  be  divided  equally  between  equalized  valu- 
ation (1949)  and  average  daily  membership.  Kingston's 
share  of  Union  expenses  is  approximately  13%. 


Teachers 

Due  to  the  increase  in  enrollment  in  the  primary 
grades,  it  was  necessary  for  the  School  Board  to  hire  Mrs. 
Evelyn  Modlick  as  an  additional  teacher.  She  is  doing  ex- 
ceptionally fine  work  with  the  second  grade  children, 
while  Mrs.  Sanborn  teaches  the  first  grade.  Due  to  the 
over-crowding,  Mrs.  Magnusson  shifted  her  class  room  to 
the  auditorium  and  at  the  present  time  the  hot  lunch 
program  is  being  carried  out  in  the  individual  class  rooms.

Kingston's  teachers  continue  to  do  superior  work  with  the 
children  in  school  as  well  as  in  public  performances.  The 
motion  picture  machine  purchased  by  the  P.T.A.  con- 
tinues to  hold  a  place  of  esteem  with  the  pupils  and 
teachers. 

School  Survey 

In  January  a  cooperative  school  survey  for  Kingston 
was  carried  out  with  the  cooperation  of  teachers  of  both 
the  Bakie  School  and  Sanborn  Seminary,  parents,  Mrs. 
Cooper  and  selected  Sanborn  Seniors.  Tliis  survey  is  re- 
quested by  the  Legislature  and  carried  out  through  the 
State  Department  of  Education.  If  enough  of  these  surveys 
are  completed  throughout  the  state  results  will  be  used  in 
a  biennial  report  to  the  Legislature  for  the  1951  Session 
of  the  General  Court.  It  was  indeed  a  credit  to  Kingston 
to  complete  this  matter  so  quickly  and  with  such  fine  re- 
sults. It  is  hoped  that  some  of  the  ideas  and  suggestions 
brought  out  at  these  meetings  will  bear  fruit  in  the  future,. 

New  Equipment 

Due  to  the  large  increase  in  enrollment,  it  became 
necessary  for  the  School  Board  to  purchase  seventeen  new 
desks  and  to  furnish  green  blackboards  for  the  auditorium 
class  room,  bulletin  boards,  book  cases,  and  steel  storage 
cabinet  were  also  purchased. 

In  closing,  I  wish  to  express  my  thanks  and  appreci- 
ation to  the  School  Board,  citizens,  teachers,  and  pupils 
of  Kingston  who  have  been  so  cooperative  and  helpful 
during  the  past  year.

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Report  of  Music  Teacher 


To  the  Superintendent  and  School  Board  of  Kingston, 
New   Hampshire : 

The  aims  of  our  school  music  program  are  to  create 
a  love  of  good  music  on  the  part  of  the  child  and  also 
create  intellectual  development.  School  music  is  a  recre- 
ation and  a  pleasure.  There  is  more  art  in  music  than  in 
math.  It  is  also  a  mental  developer.  Many  people  don't 
look  at  music  from  an  intellectual  standpoint,  but  from 
a  cultural  standpoint. 

The  fifth  and  sixth  grades  under  the  direction  of 
Marion  Brown  have  formed  a  Tonette  Band.  A  food 
sale  was  held  to  help  raise  money  to  purchase  these 
tonettes  and  tonette  books.  This  group  played  several 
selections  for  the  Christmas  program  and  they  are  look- 
ing forward  to  playing  at  the  graduation  exercises.  These 
students  have  shown  great  interest  in  their  Tonette  Band. 

A  Christmas  program  was  presented  at  the  Bakie 
School  the  Wednesday  before  vacation.  The  songs  and 
dances  selected  for  the  entertainment  were  taken  from 
the  everyday  class  work  of  each  room.  The  aim  of  this 
program  was  to  show  to  students  just  what  the  other 
pupils  were  doing  in  the  various  rooms. 

Tentative  plans  have  been  made  for  a  Folk  Song  and 
Dance  Festival  for  students  from  the  entire  union.  A  fes- 
tival of  this  sort  enables  the  students  to  associate  with 
many  children  their  own  age. 

In  addition  to  the  above,  the  usual  program  has  been 
carried  out.  Each  child  has  been  given  instruction  in 
music  theory,  music  appreciation  and  folk  dancing  appro- 
priate to  his  grade. 

I  wish  to  express  my  appreciation  to  the  School 
Board,  superintendent,  teachers,  parents,  and  pupils  for 
their  cooperation.

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Health  Supervision 


To  the  Superintendent  of  Schools  and  the  School  Board: 

The  school  year  from  September  1948  to  June  1949 
was  a  very  busy  one  and  much  progress  has  been  made 
in  the  health  education  of  our  school  children. 

The  yearly  health  examination  which  includes  all 
but  heart  and  lungs  was  carried  out,  and  there  has  con- 
stantly been  close  contact  with  each  pupil  for  periodic 
examinations  of  head,  skin,   and  contagious  diseases. 

Every  parent  wants  his  child  to  have  good  health. 
We  know  that  the  first  essential  to  good  health  is  a  sound, 
sturdy  body. 

A  public  service  is  being  rendered  by  everyone  who 
in  cooperation  with  the  school  nurse  and  teachers  is 
seeking  to  make  adequate  diet,  physical  well-being,  and 
health  education  available  to  every  child  in  your  com- 
munity. 

We  must  continue  and  further  all  health  activities 
striving  to  improve  the  teeth,  eyes,  posture  and  nutrition 
in  our  school  children. 

The  purchase  of  the  new  audiometer  equipment  by 
the  Union  for  use  in  all  towns  is  a  valuable  addition.  This 
instrument  detects  any  hearing  loss. 

Here  in  Kingston  is  a  Hot  Lunch  Program  which  is 
considered  one  of  the  best  in  the  state. 

At  the  Spring  Round-Up,  Dr.  Houston  of  Exeter  was 
the   physical   examiner,    and   all   children   entering   school 
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in  the  fall  received  a  complete  physical  examination  in- 
cluding eyes  and  ears.  The  motive  was  to  secure  cor- 
rection of  defects  during  the  summer,  and  to  acquaint 
the  child  with  school  life.  This  was  very  successful  and 
worth  continuing. 

THE  P.T.A.  and  Red  Cross  are  to  be  highly  com- 
mended for  their  fine  community  service  program. 

To  all  school  officials,  teachers,  and  citizens  who  by 
their  individual  and  collective  services  are  helping  to 
maintain  the  health  efficiency  of  your  schools,  there  is 
here  expressed  the  deep  appreciation  and  thanks  of  your 
school  nurse.
